Press Ethics 

HEN noxt week the 

Institute of Journalists, 
which is the sister or- 
ganisation = in Britain of 
the National Union of 
Journalists, holds its 
annual meeting, one of the 
resolutions to be consider- 
ed urges that “iu whe ieach- 
ing of the young journalist 
the utmost emphasia should 
be put on the ethics of 
journalism.” — The resolu- 
tion is indicative of — the 
eoncern that journalists in 
Britain feel that their pro- 
fesslon or craft should be 
well-conducted In all its 
phases. 

Naturally the Press has ibs 
trilies, Indeed they are 
frum time to time outspoken 
In the Tress itaclf or pro- 
minently repforted by It. Yeo’ 
one charge is ubseut—that 
of corruption in the truce 
genase of the word, Criticism 
of the sceneral conduct of 
the British Press does not 
come so much in allegations 
of vennl conduct, but rather 
tonds to be addressed — to 
certain orguns—usually of 
large circulations — on 
grounds of the invasion 
of privacy, intrusions in 
private ycrief, and so on, 
And in the higher rowlms 
of newspaper policy there 
lg the constant danger = of 
pressure belng exerted on 
editors and their assistants 
to “angle” stories even to 
the point of distortion. 

It is to the credit of the 
British Press that in order 
to safegzuihl the ethics of 
journalism it set up four 
years ago a voluntary Press 
Council! which, while not 
n disciplinary tribunal, 
doen give the Press ita 
own medicine—publicity. 

One effect of the existence of 
the Cuuncil is that com- 
plaints ugalnst those who 
run the Press are exposed 
to the eriticixam not only 
of its fellows, elected to 
the Council, but also to the 
judgment of public opinion, 

Herein Hongkong, neither the 
public nor the Presa have 
folt the need for a similar 
guiding body, thuugh this 
does net mean the Colony’s 
Press is above reproach. 
The Colony would be better 
off withyut some of — the 
“mosquito” papers who 
make Httle or ne attempt 
to present news of — the 
day, but concentrate | on 
seandal and pandering — to 
the baser inclinations — of 
the reading public. 

But while ‘we have no Press 
Council, there fs in  exis- 
tence the Newspaper Society 
of Hnogkong which, while 
its duties are primurily to 
safeguard — the legitimate 
functions of the Press in 
the interests of the gencral 
public, can and docs exert 
helpful influence on its 
members to protect the 
ethics which govern ood 
and honest journalism.

But most significant was the firing of two minis- 
ters and the Prosecutor-General, all conidered leaders 


of Stalinist ideology 


Vaclav Ales. 


Stoll, 34, was considered the 
chief representative of Stalinism 
in Czech journnlistic and litcr- 
ary circles. 

Before the war he was editor 
of the central organ of the Czech 
Communist Party, Rude -Pravo. 
After the war he became editor 
of the Czech idevlogicad weekly 
Tvorba. 

He repenicdly urged Czech 
authors to praise Stalin and 
woe paverely attacked by them 
in their recent congress of the 
Czech vuthors jn ‘Prague last 
Apzsil. 

The writers accused) Stoil of 
being gquilty of the dtuths of one 
of the leading Czech ~ posts, 
Konstantin Blebl, who died in 
1933. They. claimed ‘that Biebl 
“wig driven to death by Stoli.” 


‘A SCAPEGOAT. 


‘The purge also ousted the 
main represcniative of Stalinist 
justice in Czechoslovakia, Ale. 
lie became the scapegoat for the 
abuses in Czech jurisdiction. 

The Czech Communist Purly 
conference had admitted abuses 
ln jurisdiction “which rod to un- 
justified arrests and shortcomings 
In evidence proceedings.” . 

“3t Is prohibited to sentence a 
person only on his own con- 
Iession” a iinal statement of the 
conference sald. 

Ales was judge in the trial 
against Slansky and other 
“traitors’ in which 11 de- 
fendants were sentenced to 
death. 

Ales alo was judge in the 
{rial against US newspaper Wil- 
liam Oatis, “Oatis, the Prague 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press, had been accused of 
esplonage and sentenced to ten 
years' imprisonment in July 
1951. He wos pardoned by the 
Czech Communist authorities 
after meny American protests 
in May, 1953.
